THE ancient home of the family of 
the late maverick MP Alan Clark is 
in danger of falling down. 

English Heritage has placed Saltwood Castle, 
near Hythe, on its ‘at risk’ hst which warns of 
historic monuments that are in danger. 

The condition of the building is officially classi¬ 
fied as “poor”. An English Heritage official said: 
“We issue the hst to warn 
about parts of this country’s 
heritage and history that are 
in danger. 

“In common with many 
part-occupied or ruined cas¬ 
tles, English Heritage be¬ 
lieves Saltwood Castle has 
repair needs that could be 
addressed. This is not a crit¬ 
icism of lack of care by an 
owner, merely a fact of life. 

“We are reviewing the con¬ 
dition of individual sched¬ 
uled monuments across Kent as part of our 
Heritage at Risk project and in this we would 
include Saltwood Castle. 

‘We are likely to discuss with its owner of what 
assistance we might be in helping them care for 
such a significant place.” 

Mr Clark’s widow, Jane, has lived at Saltwood 
Castle for more than 30 years. 

She said: “The last time anyone from English 
Heritage came here was 15 or 20 years ago and 
they have not been in touch about this latest list. 

“I would very much like to hear from them, in 
fact. I do not know in what particular way they 
consider the castle ‘at risk’. Maybe there is too

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Plant could be 
a part of new 
nuclear dawn

DUNGENESS may be one 
of eight new sites devel¬ 
oped for the Government’s 
planned new generation of 
nuclear power stations. 

They will be situated where possible 
alongside existing facilities, and the 
Romney Marsh plant was this week 
identified by industry watchdogs as 
an expected development zone. 

Grid connections from Dungeness 
to power lines serving the UK are 
already in place, but ministers are 
waiting for applications to operate 
the power stations before making 
their locations official. 

However, experts believe the Kent 
site to be one of the front-runners as 
it fits all available criteria for devel¬ 
opment including access to National 
Grid, communications, location and 
water supplies. 

At present, Dungeness B is set to 
operate until 2018, with the A sta¬ 
tion decommissioned two years ago. 

A spokesman for British Energy 
said: “The Government is committed 
to nuclear power as part of its strat¬ 
egy for energy, but as yet no sites 
have been formally identified. 

‘However, connections to the National 
Grid are in place at Dungeness and this 
would speed up any development 
should the site be chosen.” 

New planning laws will be used to 
fast-track approval for the plants 


and Shepway council confirmed it 
has no jurisdiction over any develop¬ 
ment proposals for the station. 

“There are some things which are 
just outside our remit and this is 
one,” said a spokeswoman. 

However, the Government has said 
it will consult with local bodies before 
any decision is reached. It also pledged 
private finance would be used to build 
and operate the plants, although sub¬ 
sidies will be made available. 

Prime Minister Gordon Brown - a 
supporter of the nuclear option - said 
earlier this year: “When North Sea oil 
runs down, people will want to know 
whether we’ve got the balance right 
between external dependence on 
energy and our ability to generate 
our own energy within our country.” 

Last week, oil prices hit a high of 
more than $147 a barrel, or £71. The 
instability of the Middle East region 
looks set to increase this figure 
according to analysts. 

But opponents to the proposals say 
nuclear power is not the best option. 

Steve Dawe, of the Kent Green 
Party, said: “Nuclear power is not the 
way forward. The power stations will 
take 10 years to build and we could 
have efficient renewable energy 
sources up and running before they 
generate any power at all. 

“There is also a problem with the 
supply of uranium - already one of 
the world’s rarest substances, it will hit 
a peak in demand in 15 years.” 

Greenpeace also hit out at sugges¬ 
tions that the nuclear sites had 
already been identified.

Strike won't hit 
council services 

SHEPWAY council staff will not be 
taking part in a series of strikes 
planned by many local authorities in 
the UK later this month. 

Workers union Unison is planning 
the walk-outs in a protest over pay. 

But the local authority is not part 
of the National Joint Council pay 
scheme, which is the subject under 
dispute, and has already negotiated a 
settlement privately. 

A council spokesman said: “District 
services will not be disrupted.” 
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Town needs rock around the clock 


FOLKESTONE is looking for a rock 
star with a difference. 

The Creative Foundation is looking 
to re-establish the traditional art of 
stick-of-rock-making, once as much a 
part of the traditional British seaside 
holiday as deckchairs, donkey rides 
and ice-creams. 

Sticks of rock are now mainly 
mass-produced. 

But one exception until recently 
was in Folkestone’s Old High Street, 
where customers could witness 
the rare art of making seaside rock 
by hand. 

However, the last local rock¬ 
making operation closed its doors last 
year following the death of its owner 


- and, hand-made candy has disap¬ 
peared from The Old High Street. 

The Creative Foundation - which 
is behind the current Triennial arts 
festival - wants a tenant for one of 
its shops to entertain visitors by 
making lettered rock in the tradi¬ 
tional fashion. 

Chief executive Nick Ewbank said: 
“There is a great opportunity to 
develop a link here between past, 
present and future. 

“Many visitors to the Folkestone 
Triennial love the souvenir sticks of 
rock they have taken away as a 
memento of their visit, but they have 
been disappointed that they could no 
longer see it being made here.”

Catherine, a former McDonald’s 
worker, is now looking for an agent 
to pursue her modelling dream. 

She said: “I had an amazing time 
and now I want to be a model as a 
career. 

“I really feel I can make it and in 
these shows sometimes the runner- 
up has done better than the winner. 

“Yes, I know it sounds cheesy, but 
the show was like a dream come 
true, but it’s over now and I have to 
take on challenges myself. 

“Now I’m waiting for my portfolio 
to come back and then I’m going to 
get an agent.

You never 
know what situation you’re going to 
find yourself in and the character 
you have to assume. 

“I suppose it’s because I like acting 
that I like modelling - becoming the 
character or person that is required 
for any particular shoot.

THE campaign to build an extension to 
the museum at Stelling Minnis windmill 
on the North Downs has received a 
boost following a donation by the Roger 
De Haan Charitable Trust.

The extension will provide a larger dis¬ 
play area and improved storage.

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Police after thuggish 
minority who spoilt 
festival-goers' fun 


POLICE have issued two appeals 
for information following inci¬ 
dents at the Z008 festival which 
took place at Port Lympne earlier 
this month. 

In the first a 14-year-old boy 
was searching for a number on his 
mobile phone when he was hit in 
the face and had the phone stolen. 

It happened near the main 
stage at 10pm on Friday, accord¬ 
ing to officers. 

A police spokesman said: “The 
phone was a black Nokia 6500s. 
The offender is black, aged 25 to 
28, 6ft 3in and of slim build. He 
wore a red Echo tracksuit with 
the logo Echo on the back in black 
and white.” 

Then between 2am and 3am on 
the Saturday morning a couple 
were disturbed by two men who 
had broken into their tent. 

The police spokesman said: “Two 
Nokia mobile phones and cash 
were stolen. Both offenders were 
black. One was of stocky build and 
had short hair, and the other was 
slimmer and of smaller build.” 

The festival was plagued with 
difficulties, including the non- 
appearance of top acts Athlete 


and Dizzee Rascal, who were in 
dispute over pay. 

Websites have sprung up across 
the internet, with some angry 
concert-goers calling for their 
money back. 

Most complaints centred on 
how long it took to get into the 
event and the lack of effective on¬ 
site security. 

Mary Fox, who arrived at the 
site on Friday said: ‘We were left 
out in the heat, caged in behind 
wire fences and no one knew what 
was happening. 

“It was tight squeeze and some 
people started throwing water 
bottles around to people who were 
suffering, and that was great. 

“But then someone threw one 
really hard and it hit a girl in the 
face. Some guys chased the guy 
who threw it and it got scary.” 

Other fights were reported in 
the Tap’n’Tin tent when security 
broke up a brawl involving rival 
groups of youths. 

The tent was later closed 
after hardcore band The Gallows 
encouraged fans to climb up 
the structure, causing damage to 
its beams. 
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Governors in favour 
of college merger 

PLANS to merge South Kent College 
with another establishment have moved 
a step closer to fruition. 

Governors have voted in favour of 
plans to talk with two other academies. 

The college, which has campuses in 
Folkestone, Dover and Ashford, will be 
talking to West Kent College, in 
Tonbridge, and Sussex Downs College, 
in Lewes. 

A merger was recommended after a 
report from management consultants 
KPMG on behalf of the Learning and 
Skills Council, which funds the insti¬ 
tution. 

The report said the way the college 
operated was “unworkable” and it was 
failing to provide adequate education for 
its 10,000 full- and part-time students. 

Both possible partners were identified 
by KPMG and if talks are successful a 
merger could be in place before the start 
of the next academic year in the autumn. 

Airport expansion talk 

A TALK on the proposed expansion of 
Lydd airport is due to take place next 
month aimed at local businesses. 

The airport has submitted two plan¬ 
ning applications to Shepway council. 

They are for a runway extension of 
444 metres and a larger terminal cap¬ 
able of dealing with 500,000 passengers 
a year. Companies will be able to access 
a database about the plans which is 
being set up alongside the meeting. 

Fran Warrington, head of tourism at 
Kent County Council, will be speaking 
at the event, which is at the airport on 
Thursday, August 7.

Council motion backs fair 
deal for heroic Gurkhas 


A VOTE in support of a fair deal 
for Gurkha soldiers was passed 
unanimously at a meeting of 
Shepway council, with speeches of 
support from Conservative, Liberal 
Democrat and People First mem¬ 
bers. 

The motion called for equality for the 
Nepalese British Army volunteers in pay and 
pension rights, and the right to live in the UK 
with their families. 

The motion, moved by Cllr Peter Carroll and 
seconded by Cllr Lynne Beaumont, said: “This 
council recognises the extensive contribution to 
the defence of this country by the members of 
the Brigade of Gurkhas, both serving and 
retired, and believes the heroism displayed by 
these brave soldiers should be properly recog¬ 
nised by the country they fought so hard to 
protect. 

“The council calls on the chief executive to

write to the defence secretary to express 
concern at the unfair treatment of Nepalese 
members of the Brigade of Gurkhas, in particu¬ 
lar those who served before 1997, and to call for 
equality in pay and pension rights, and the 
right of abode in the United Kingdom for these 
soldiers and their families.” 

Gurkhas have been campaigning for pension 
rights equal to those of other British soldiers. 

Members of the brigade who joined before 
1997 receive a lower pension. 

This is based on the hand-over of their former 
base in Hong Kong to the Chinese under an 
agreement reached in the 19th century. 

Gurkhas are currently based at Shomcliffe 
barracks in Folkestone and on the island of 
Brunei. 

Earlier this year they were granted the free¬ 
dom of Sandgate and marched in front of hun¬ 
dreds of cheering spectators. 


• A Gurkha soldier has been awarded damages 
of £121,750 after an accidental shooting in 
which he was hit in the leg by a high-velocity 
bullet. 

Padam Sundar Limbu, 39, enlisted in May 
1989 and served for 13 years before the acci¬ 
dent, which took place during training in 
Canada. 

His service would normally have lasted until 
at least 2004, with a possible extension to 2008, 
said Deputy Judge Philip Mott QC during the 
High Court hearing in London. 

He added: “Given the current obligations of 
the British Army, such extensions were very 
likely.” 

Mr Limbu, from Folkestone, was hit in the 
right calf in September 2002 and left disabled. 
He said he had difficulty in standing, tackling 
stairs and running. 

The Ministry of Defence had earlier admitted 
liability but disputed damages in relation to 
loss of earnings. 

Mr Limbu, who was not in court, will also 
receive interest on top of the damages award. 


DREAMS ARE PUT TO THE S00RD 

An exhibition exploring the nature of dreams 
is being held at a new gallery in Folkestone run 
by Neville Pundole. 

He has moved from the Old High Street to 
Tontine Street and the first major show features 
the work of artists Clive Soord and Lindsay 
West. Demons and Dreams explores the 
subconscious world and runs until July 26. 

Clive (left) said: "Some dream of hope, some 
hope to have a dream, some are overtaken by 
demons. In this work we have explored the 
nature and variety of the dreams and demons 
we all possess." 

Lindsay said: "As a child I dreamed of being an 
artist without really knowing what that meant. 

I played with horses I made out of mud and 
gazed at the stars. 

"Later I took a degree in sculpture and learnt 
how to make things that didn't turn back to 
dust. 

"I have been an artist ever since, making 
two-dimensional and three-dimensional works 
which include ceramics, bronzes, photographic 
imagery and mixed media pieces."

FORMER comrades-in-arms at¬ 
tended a memorial service at Capel- 
le-Feme in honour of those who fell 
during the Battle of Britain. 

Guests included 16 ex-RAF personnel who 
played a part during the air battle in the 
summer and autumn of 1940, as well as serv¬ 
ing military top brass. 

Tributes were paid to all 544 airmen who 
lost their lives in the pivotal Second World 
War conflict which saw the defeat of the 
Luftwaffe by Winston Churchiirs legendary 
Few. 

The Battle effectively ended any possibility 
of a Nazi invasion of Britain. 

The service took place on Sunday last week 
at the Battle of Britain memorial on the cliffs 
outside Folkestone, but a planned flypast by 
a Hurricane and a Spitfire was cancelled due 
to high winds. 

The ceremony also celebrated the 90th 
anniversary of the RAF’s founding, when the 
Army and Navy air services were amalga¬ 
mated at the end of the First World War.

Folkestone and Hythe MP Michael How¬ 
ard attended, along with TV presenters 
Nicholas Owen and Jan Leeming. 

Special guest was actor Sir Donald Sinden, 
who starred in the classic wartime drama 
The Cruel Sea. Capel-le-Feme is home to the 
national memorial to the battle, which fea¬ 
tures a sculpture of a pilot looking out to sea, 
carved squadron badges and a replica 
Hurricane and Spitfire. 

Spokesman Geoff Simpson said: ‘We had a 
really good day with almost 500 people in 
attendance, which was a record for us. I don’t 
think we have ever seen as many guests. 

“It was shame the flypast was cancelled, 
but we had plenty of notice that the aircraft 
wouldn’t be able to make it and the weather 
really wasn’t good at all. 

“It was particularly gratifying to have 16 
veterans of the Battle itself and they were all 
in good form. We are already looking forward 
to next year’s event.”

Police need your help to 
track down bike thieves 


THREE children’s bikes were stolen during a 
fund-raising benefit at a school. 

The bicycles were taken from the Churchill 
School, Hawkinge, on Saturday, July 5, dur¬ 
ing the Churchill Challenge, which raises 
cash for pupils. 

All three machines were parked in a cycle 
rack. The first was taken at 12.45pm and the 
final one - which belonged to a four-year-old 
- was stolen 20 minutes later. 

The culprits are believed to be a group of 
youths aged about 14 or 15 who are thought 
to have entered the school grounds by the 
gate near the Lidl store. 

They were then seen loitering near the 
basketball nets. 

They were later noticed in nearby 
Waddington Drive and Haven Drive, head¬ 
ing in the direction of Hawkinge village 
green. CCTV images are being examined by 
police. 

A police spokesman said: ‘We would like 
to hear from anyone who saw anything sus¬ 
picious.” 


Dumped military ammo 
'putting public at risk' 

SOLDIERS are putting lives at risk by ille¬ 
gally dumping munitions in skips used for 
household waste, according to a national 
newspaper. 

The report in the Independent on Sunday 
claims that nationwide there have been at 
least 20 incidents where live ammunition, 
grenades or other explosives have been 
placed in waste bins in the past three years. 

It names Lydd as one of six military train¬ 
ing areas which will be getting special dispos¬ 
al systems. According to the paper, an MoD 
paper warns that “the dangerous and highly 
unprofessional habit of ‘binning’ unwanted 
ammo or salvage continues to happen”. 

Elderly woman abused 
and kicked by youths 

A GANG of youths attacked a 70-year-old 
woman while she was walking her dog and 
followed their assault by shouting abuse. 

Five yobs were involved in the incident in 
which the woman was kicked and an attempt 
was made to kick her dog. The attack hap¬ 
pened in Dover Road, Folkestone. 

The gang are believed to be in their late 
teens. Two were white, two were black and 
one was of mixed race. 

Police are keen to hear from anyone with 
information about the attack.

much greenery around here for their liking. I 
think possibly they like to have a few rolling 
concerns as this is not the first time such a 
notice has appeared about my home. 

“It’s possible they 
think if they say 
things like this peo¬ 
ple will spend a few 
thousand on the 
upkeep of old build¬ 
ings.” 

Several years ago, 

Mrs Clark was 
forced to sell off her 
late husband’s im¬ 
pressive wine col¬ 
lection to pay for 
the castle’s upkeep. 

But she says she 
has no immediate plans for similar action in 
the wake of the latest statement from the 
conservation group. 

The first castle at Saltwood was built in 488 
by Aesc, son of Saxon warrior Hengist, king of 
Kent. 

In 1026, King Canute signed it over in part 
to the church by means of a deed now in the 
possession of the British Museum. 

During the Middle Ages it was the main gar¬ 
rison point for the county inland to 
Canterbury, while Dover dominated the area 
to the east. 

The knights who killed Archbishop of 
Canterbury Thomas Becket stayed at 
Saltwood before his murder. 

In times of threat from French invaders, 
locals would gather inside the castle walls for 
protection.

Kent County Show 


MORE than 100,000 people 
flocked to the Kent Show last 
weekend - leaving the organisers 
struggling to cope. 

Thousands of motorists were left fuming as 
they sat in queues of traffic for up to two 
hours to get into the County Showground in 
Detling Hill on Sunday. 

The show’s general manager, David Goff, 
admitted they had been a victim of their own 
success - and had underestimated the num¬ 
ber of families attending the last day of the 
three-day event. 

He put the congestion down to a system of 
temporary traffic lights and road works 
implemented to block off U-tum junctions. 

Mr Goff said: i£ When you have a system, you 
have to run with it. We had a lot of people 
here over the weekend and a lot more on 
Sunday than we thought.” 

But the show itself, now in its 79th year, 
was a huge success - with the Dancing 
Diggers, show-jumping and a giant walking 
robot among the highlights. 

There were more than 900 stalls across the 
250-acre site and a selection of sheep, cows, 
goats and horses battling to win prizes.

Kent Scouts were also out in force, with 
about 50 volunteers promoting the work of 
the organisation across the county. 

Jane Town, adult development officer, said: 
‘We’re here to promote Scouting and make 


sure people know what it’s all about, which is 
a whole variety of things.” 

The Kent Youth Trials Club had riders 
demonstrating their skills on a dedicated dirt 
track, complete with obstacles at the entrance 
to the heritage area. 

One of its star proteges is seven-year-old 
Ieuan Jones, from Ashford, who has only been 
riding for ten months. 

Dad Tony said: “He loves it - every weekend 
he’s out on the bike, he absolutely adores it 
and spends a couple of days of just solid rid¬ 
ing.

One of the main attractions was the danc¬ 
ing diggers display. Comprising five JCB 3CX 
diggers and one Bobcat mini-loader, the stunt 
team from Diggerland in Strood wowed the 
crowds with versatile formations such as 
leaning on their sides at 90 degrees and per¬ 
forming dare-devil wheelie stunts.

End of the road lor county's tol cash 


KENT residents are losing out in 
cash for roads from the Dartford 
crossing tolls and the system needs to 
change, according to county council¬ 
lors. 

KCC’s Cllr Keith Fenin said the 
crossing charging system needed a 
“radical overhaul” in order for local 
motorists to benefit. 

His call follows news that cash 
received by the county authority 
from tolls is set to stop. 

The Department of Transport is 
proposing a discount scheme for driv¬ 
ers in Dartford to pay a £10 registra¬ 
tion fee in return for 50 free crossings 
a year, due to be introduced in the 


autumn. However, the £1 million a 
year which KCC has been getting 
from the tolls towards planned inte¬ 
grated transport schemes is being 
phased out. 

Cllr Fenin, the cabinet member for 
highways, said: “The Dartford tolls 
don’t reduce congestion, they add to 
it. Motorists are repeatedly held up 
in lengthy queues on both sides and 
residents suffer from noise pollution. 

“While Kent has been receiving £1 
million a year in loan sanctions - 
meaning we have been allowed to 
borrow the money - in future we will 
not even get that. 

“The Government is going to divert 


the cash away from Kent into nation¬ 
al transport projects, while we con¬ 
tinue to suffer. 

“There must be better ways of 
doing this which are of benefit to 
more people in Kent. The charging 
system needs a radical overhaul to 
make it fairer for all. 

“As it stands, residents in 
Gravesend won’t get the benefit from 
the proposed discount even though 
they live four kilometres closer to the 
crossing than people living on the 
Essex side who do qualify. 

“We believe in putting the people of 
Kent first. These proposals seem to 
do the opposite.”

Let's return Le Stink with 
our unique county pong 


WE on the Channel coast again 
find ourselves on the front line of a 
major new threat from our neigh¬ 
bours on the Continent. 

It’s an attack on us, our freedoms to enjoy 
our countryside and, indeed, our very senses. 

I refer of course to the great stink which has 
been rolling in waves across the Channel for 
the past few months. 

It can be smelt right across the county and, 
although it’s at its worst the nearer you are to 
the shoreline, nowhere has really escaped. 

Something is rotten in the state of Europe. 

The bad air which has haunted these shores 
is the result of the prevailing winds. 

Experts say it will soon be gone as pressure 
equalises and the unusual combination of 
events which brought it into being are halted. 

But our spring was ruined on several days 
when it has been impossible to go outside. 

The first time I noticed it was in early April. 
Later that month it returned and it was back 
with a vengeance just the other week during a 


warmish spell before high winds got rid of it. 

There are various fingers pointing at cul¬ 
prits - but it seems we can declare it’s most 
likely to be the French. Or the Germans. 

We do know that it is industrial in origin - 
partly. So the factories of northern France can 
have part of the blame. But the Germans can 
also share responsibility. 

Animal dung from pigs is one source of the 
smell, according to environmental investi¬ 
gators who say their diet has been changed. 

But they do concede there is an unhealthy 
addition of chemical effluent by some factories 
which are taking advantage of lapses in the 
wording of environmental protection bills. 

So what could be worse than French factor¬ 
ies and German hogs? 

By calling up the Met Office, I got to speak to 
someone who seemed to know what they were 
talking about and this is what they told me. 

Apparently the French factories (Le Stink) 
and the German pigs (Der Stinkers) were par¬ 
tially responsible, but there were other factors. 

In fact, the whole lot of them in Europe are 
to blame. I got told by the helpful Met person 


that the smell was the “odour of everyday life 
in northern Europe”. 

It is the pig farms and the factories, but there 
are other equally unpleasant contributors. 

These include the by-products of the manu¬ 
facture of Belgian chocolate, diesel fumes from 
lorries, slurry spread on fields after a winter 
ban in Holland on it being dispersed and many 
thousands of other aromas emanating from 
people, places and things. 

The official explanation is that this all got 
together in one vast cloud high up in the 
atmosphere and the winds then blew it in this 
direction and, as pressure changed, it lost its 
altitude - thus descending on Kent. 

We put up with many things from the Con¬ 
tinent: rubbish beer, aggressive lorry drivers, 
bogus asylum seekers and Plastic Bertrand. 

I suggest we hit back with a traditional 
collection of British smells - gather them all in 
a cloud and blow it over the Channel. 

A combination of pork scratchings, stale real 
ale, Maidstone high street on a Friday night 
and the M20 during Operation Stack should 
do the trick.

The Liberal Democrat 
councillor is backing 
a march in London on 
Friday which is 
for an end to a law 
that stops thousands of 
Zimbabweans from 
working in this country. 


Why is this an issue on which you feel so 
strongly? 

I've long opposed the policy of forcing asylum 
claimants to live on handouts. For the Government to 
be inflicting this kind of suffering on Zimbabweans 
who have suffered so much under Mugabe goes 
beyond intolerable - especially given the criticism that 
it has levelled at his regime in recent months. 


Is it purely Zimbabweans you are concerned 
with? 

No, this is part of a much wider issue concerning 
asylum seekers. It is all about the treatment they 
receive and I come across a fair number of instances 
in my work as a councillor and in education. There is 
also the issue of the Gurkha soldiers being stopped 
from working and that is another matter which 
concerns me greatly, especially as so many of them live 
locally. 


Lots of us enjoyed

What the heck are people 
causing such a fuss about? Z008 
was absolutely wicked and I 
don’t see Yourshepway voicing 
the opinions of those who did 
enjoy themselves (‘Catalogue of 
woes rocks big festival’).

So the queues were a little 
long... big deal, it was a massive 
event with a big turn-out, they 
delayed the start because of the 
queues so people didn’t miss out!

I’d rather 
that than be crushed if it had 
collapsed. Do people not think of 
this? 

The organisers did a good job 
considering the pressures of 
what happened due to no fault of 
their own.

Great bands 
save festival 
with their

LET us reflect on the positives of 
Zoo8.

The whole weekend was anything but a 
roaring success (here we go), but all was not 
entirely lost. 

Festival-goers went wild for the likes of 
The Hives, British Sea Power, Hadouken, 
The Cribs and Ash, who all put in great 
performances on the main stage. 

Music lovers also stampeded to the festival’s 
number one stage to watch producer extraor¬ 
dinaire Mark Ronson bring the opening day’s 
proceedings to a close.

The carnivorous 
crowd were baying for blood at the beginning 
of his stand-in set, but were quickly converted 
and seemed to really enjoy his high-energy 
performance. 

The dance tent was also a hit and arguably 
the most successful stage during the three-day 
event, with lots of monkeying about going on 
around the clock. 


The festival also gave the cream of Kent’s 
emerging talent a chance to reach a new 
audience, something which should not be 
overlooked. 

And, of course, the proximity to the zoo was 
a real bonus, with a half-price entry deal run¬ 
ning throughout the week, it wasn’t too deer. 

Port Lympne Wild Animal Park is one of 
the county’s best tourist attractions, housing 
thousands of animals from majestic rhinos, 
tigers and elephants to hyperactive monkeys, 
bush dogs and wolves. 

The park was only a ten-minute walk from 
the festival site and gave Z 008 ticket holders 
an alternative to just lion around before the 
day’s music began.

MERYL Streep is best 
known for her serious 
roles in films like Out Of 
Africa, so it’s really quite 
hard to imagine her as a 
flamboyant Lycra-clad 
blonde, belting out Super 
Trouper and other camp 
Abba numbers. 

But this is exactly the surpris¬ 
ing transformation the two-time 
Oscar-winner has undergone for 
one of this summer’s brightest 
blockbusters - the film adapt¬ 
ation of the hit musical Mamma 
Mia! 

When we meet at an elegant 
hotel in London, Streep is looking 
her usual demure self - but she’s 
mischievous and keen to dispel 
the idea that she’s out of place in 
musicals. 

“My first Broadway show was a 
musical and then I’d done a lot of 
musicals in high school, so it was 
like coming home to a thing that 
I always loved doing,” she says. 

“I haven’t done many because I 
haven’t done much stage, even 
though I wanted to, in a long 
time... and people are afraid to 
make musicals into movies.” 

Streep heads an impressive 
cast-list as Donna, a hippy mum 
running a guest house on a Greek 
island whose only daughter 
Sophie (Amanda Seyfried) is 
about to get married. 

Unknown to Donna, Sophie has 
pinched her mum’s diary from the 
year she was bom and has invited 
her three potential fathers 
(played by Pierce Brosnan, Colin 
Firth and Stellan Skarsgard) to 
her wedding, although her mum 
hasn’t seen them in 20 years. 

Cue much mayhem in the swel¬ 
tering heat as Sophie tries to

work out which man is her dad 
and Donna tries to chase them off 
the island - all set to various 
Abba classics. 

One of the funniest, and most 
surreal, moments comes during 
Sophie’s hen party, when Donna 
and her best friends (played by 
Julie Walters and Christine 
Baranski) squeeze into their plat¬ 


birthday party right after it had 
opened. It was right after 
September 11 and everyone was 
feeling really low and I thought 
What am I going to do with all 
these kids?’,” she says. 

“I saw an ad in the New York 
Times and it said ‘new British 
musical’ and something about 
‘buoyant fun’ and I thought ‘Boy! 
I’m there’. 

“I took the kids and we were all 
dancing in the aisles and down 
the street. I bought the album and 
sang the songs for two years.” 

The actress, who has four child¬ 
ren with her husband of almost 
30 years Don Gummer, admits 
she was apprehensive about her 
now grown-up offspring seeing 
their mum in psychedelic 1970s 
gear for some of the big retro 
dance numbers. 

“I was nervous, but then I 
showed them all the stills and 
they’ve already had their mortifi¬ 
cation moment about me wearing 
spandex. 

“We have to get over this,” she 
says with a laugh. “I can’t wait for 
them to see it. It’s as if we’ve all 
done it for our daughters. 

“My son will be appalled, but I 
think he’ll actually like it because 
he’s a musician and he’ll get a 
kick out of it.”

IT may be a cliche, but as I gazed 
toward the sprinkling of tiny islands 
across the mauve waters reflecting 
the sunlight of the bay, I really could 
have been anywhere in the world. 

Yet I was just 28 miles off the coast of main¬ 
land Britain, standing under a palm tree on one 
of the isle of Tresco’s amazing beaches. 

Tresco is arguably the prettiest of the archipel¬ 
ago that is the Isles of Stilly. But this idyllic 
location remains something of a secret; there 
are those ‘in the know’, the lucky few who have 
visited and come back year after year. And then 
there are the rest of us, who would perhaps 
struggle to point to the isles on a map. 

The 2,000 residents - most of whom live on the 
main island of St Mary’s - will happily tell 
you about the Gulf Stream that ensures higher 
temperatures and frost-free winters.

It is a regular in Britain’s top 50 hotels and 
would be a winner in my book even if it were a 
potting shed, simply for its location. As I enjoyed 
a divine meal gazing across Long Point to 
Foreman’s Island while the sun turned the sky 
red, I truly felt Stilly was unbeatable. 

Tresco is the island of choice for many holiday¬ 
makers with its beaches, country walks, spectac¬ 
ular botanical gardens and lifestyle. 

And the Flying Boat Club, with its restaurant 
bar, pool and spa, offers all the facilities of a first- 
class hotel for people staying in the club’s beach 
houses and cottages. 

So why are you flying halfway around the 
world for island isolation, spectacular scenery, 
exceptional service and escape from the crush of 
other holidaymakers?

Scheme has seen almost 500 properties brought back to use

Cooperation could 
help house market 

THE Home Builders Federation wants 
the Government to do more to help pro¬ 
vide affordable homes to buyers across 
the UK 

Executive chairman Stewart Baseley 
said any moves in this direction would go 
someway to boosting the country’s prop¬ 
erty market and provide greater confi¬ 
dence for both sellers and buyers. 

He said that it was only the private 
sector which could help in this area by 
delivering homes which were at the right 
price for those looking to buy and minis¬ 
ters should ensure that they work as 
closely as possible with developers to 
assist them in any way possible. 

“This will bring much needed confi¬ 
dence to the market,” said Mr Baseley. 

Housing minister Caroline Flint has 
unveiled moves in this direction with 
£270 million released through the 
Housing Corporation to build new 
homes. 

The federation called this “a step in the 
right direction” but added more needs to 
be done. 

Government targets for new homes 
include a total of 240,000 to be built 
across the UK each year by 2016. 

Stable interest rate 
predicted by analyst 

INTEREST rates in the UK will remain 
on hold at five per cent until the end of 
this year according to a leading 
economist. 

Ross Walker of the Royal Bank of 
Scotland said the trend of rising infla¬ 
tion rates and a weakening economy 
will keep rates stable for the next five 
months at least. 

He said in reference to decision mak¬ 
ing in today’s economic climate: “The 
Monetary Policy Committee is stuck like 
the proverbial rabbit in the headlights.” 

But he added he felt there would be 
movement next year, most likely in the 
first quarter. 

The Bank of England, which oversees 
interest rates in the UK, is looking at 
how best to combat the credit crunch 
which has combined with high oil prices 
and increased food prices to cause the 
economic downturn. 

The final decision on interest rates is 
the responsibility of the bank’s 
Monetary Policy Committee which 
agreed last week to hold rates at five 
per cent. 


A PLAN which is helping to create 
new homes across the county by 
bringing long-term empty proper¬ 
ties back into use has exceeded its 
delivery target. 

Following a pioneering programme it has 
spread countywide and is aimed at renovating 
derelict properties - which are both useless 
and an eyesore 

Launched in 2005, No Use Empty - the Kent 
Empty Property Initiative started as a part¬ 
nership between Kent County Council and 
East Kent coastal authorities including Dover, 
Shepway and Thanet. 

Research had earlier revealed they had a 
large number of empty homes. 

New figures just released reveal that in the 
past three years, almost 500 properties have 
been brought back into use as new, good quality 
homes and the remaining district councils from

across the county have joined the initiative. 

The initial three-year target for the number 
of empty properties to be returned to use was 
372, and this figure has been surpassed by 
more than 30 per cent, with a total of 487 
vacant properties given a new lease of life and 
turned into a home. 

Roger Gough, cabinet member for regenera¬ 
tion at KCC, said: “Empty houses are a 
scourge on our local communities, preventing 
investment and regeneration, devaluing sur¬ 
rounding properties, attracting anti-social 
behaviour and depriving people of a much- 
needed home. 

“In teaming up with local authorities from 
across the county, Kent has tackled this issue 
head-on, delivering outstanding results which 
prove this initiative is an effective and efficient 
approach to tackling empty housing. 


“This success is a great testimony to the 
hard work and dedication of the No Use 
Empty project team, but especially the empty 
property officers from across the local district 
councils. 

“The initiative has been widely praised 
across the UK as a unique partnership 
between county and local councils and is a 
blueprint for other councils in the country to 
follow.” 

David Ireland, chief executive of the Empty 
Homes Agency, said: “No Use Empty has more 
than lived up to its early promise. 

“Not only have the councils performed well, 
but the initiative has had a catalytic effect 
encouraging others to bring empty homes 
back into use. 

“The numbers of empty homes in east Kent 
has dropped significantly over the past three 
years. We think that Kent has created a fan¬ 
tastic model that other parts of the country 
should follow.”

HYTHE Town manager Paul 
Fisk is concerned his side are 
being priced out of the transfer 
market by other Kent League 
clubs with bigger budgets.

DARREN Stevens inspired Kent to victory 
over the Warwickshire Bears to help them 
reach Twenty20 finals day for the second year 
in succession.
